00,  Washington,  Commerce 
and  Agriculture  on  the  $2.00  and  the  Sioux  Indian  Chief  "Onepapa"  on  the  $5.00, 
have  remained  ever  popular  with  paper  money  collectors.  Now,  almost  a  century 
later,  our  paper  money  has  been  undergoing  gradual  changes  ( with  the  Series  1996 
FRN's)  and  with  the  arrival  of  1999,  the  new  state  quarters  program  has  begun 
with  the  Delaware  quarters  already  out,  the  Pennsylvania  issue  scheduled  to  be 
released  in  mid-March  and  our  New  Jersey  state  quarter  set  for  June.

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Currency  of  the  Baltic  States  Between  World  Wars 

by  Akio  Lis  (GSNA.  J-1399)

The  end  of  World  War  1  presented  an  opportunity  for  the  people  of  the 
Baltic  States,  Estonia.  Latvia,  and  Lithuania  to  create  independent  national 
institutions.  During  the  eastern  offenses  of  the  German  armies,  all  of  Lithuania, 
and  up  to  the  area  to  the  north  of  Riga  in  Latvia  had  been  overrun.  In  the 
eastern  countries  occupied  by  Germany  in  1916,  new  currency  appeared  in 
circulation.  On  April  17,  1916,  the  Eastern  Lending  Bank  (Darlehnskasse  Ost) 
was  founded  by  the  German  authorities  resulting  in  the  circulation  of  ostroubles 
(issued  in  Poznan  in  1916)  and  ostmarks  (issued  in  1918)  in  Lithuania  and 
parts  of  Latvia.  After  the  Treaty  of  Brest-Livonsk  between  Russia  and  Germany 
in  1917,  all  three  countries  were  in  the  German  sphere.  Thus,  after  the  end  of 
World  War  I,  each  of  the  newly  declared  independent  Baltic  countries  had  to 
defend  itself  from  attempts  by  Russian,  German,  Polish  forces  etc.  to  assimilate 
the  region  into  their  countries. 

During  the  transition  between  this  declaration  of  independence  and  the 
actual  achievement  of  that  independence,  paper  money  and  notgeld  were  issued 
by  a  variety  of  military,  political,  economic  and  financial  institutions.  These 
issues  explicitly  recorded  the  conflicts  that  these  nations  endured  to  achieve 
their  freedom.

Although  Estonia  was  proclaimed  an  independent  state  on  February 
24,  1918,  the  Estonian  Provisional  Government  made  its  first  attempts  to 
introduce  a  new  monetary  system  only  after  the  withdrawal  of  German  troops 
from  its  territory  and  the  beginning  of  the  War  of  Liberation  against  Soviet 
Russia  in  November  of  1918.  On  December  9,  1918,  the  Estonian  government 
adopted  a  resolution  on  the  issue  of  new  treasury  notes  with  the  Finnish  markka 
being  adopted  as  a  legitimate  means  of  payment  for  temporary  circulation  on 
December  14,  1918.  On  January  4,  1919,  notes  of  the  Tallinn  Clearing  House 
went  into  use  and  on  January  30,  1919,  5%  fidelity  notes  of  the  Estonian 
Republic  were  introduced.  In  1920,  bills  of  exchange  of  the  State  Treasury  were 
issued.  In  addition,  money  for  local  use,  (i.e.,  notgeld)  was  issued  at  the  "Port 
Kunda"  cement  works  (1918),  at  the  weaving  mills  of  Navra  (1918-19)  and 
Sindi  (1919)  at  the  Narva  Linen  factory,  as  well  as  on  the  Isle  of  Saareaa. 
However,  in  Lithuania  and  Latvia,  currencies  of  Germany,  Tsarist  and  Soviet 
Russia,  German  Occupation  issues,  etc.  were  allowed  to  circulate  until  the 
official  governments  were  able  to  regain  control  of  their  countries  and  adopt 
unique  national  monetary  systems.

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The  political  and  monetary  systems  in  Latvia  were  in  shambles.  In 
addition  to  the  circulating  notes  of  Germany,  Russia  et.  al.  allowed  by  the 
Provisional  government,  notes  from  various  workers'  councils,  (i.e.,  Soviets) 
and  occupation  forces,  as  well  as  promissory  notes  of  the  cities  of  Riga,  Liepaja, 
Jelgava  and  Ventspils  w'ere  in  circulation.  In  Northern  Latvia  the  notes  of  the 
Estonian  State  Loan  Office  were  issued  and  Bermont-Avalov's  money  was  in 
use  on  the  occupied  territory  in  Jelgava.  On  April  7,  1919,  by  order  of  the 
Soviet  of  Workers'  Deputies,  1,  3,  5  and  10  rouble  exchange  notes  were  issued 
in  Soviet  Latvia  and  used  along  side  banknotes  of  Tsarist  Russia  and  those  by 
the  Russian  Provisional  Government.  The  Soviet  of  Workers'  Deputies  in  Cesis 
had  separate  money  in  the  form  of  loan  coupons.  Until  the  spring  of  1920, 
ostroubles.  ostmarks  and  German  marks  were  in  circulation  all  over  Latvia  then 
occupied  by  Germany.  On  January  29,  1919,  the  Latvian  Provisional 
Government  decided  to  introduce  Latvian  State  Treasury  notes  which  according 
to  the  Resolution  of  the  People's  Soviet  adopted  on  March  18,  1920  began  to 
circulate  as  the  only  means  of  payment  in  Latvia.

During  this  period,  Lithuanian  currency  was  issued  by  different  bodies  of 
local  government  such  as  the  German  Commandant's  Office  in  Seda  (1919),  the 
Soviet  of  Worker's  Representatives  in  Panavezys  (1919),  the  Polish  authorities 
in  Vilnius  [aka  Vilna)  (1920),  the  Council  od  Deputies'  Representatives  in 
Rusne  (1917,  1920)  aSilute  (1918-21)  and  by  the  Municipal  Council  (1917)  as 
well  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  K.laipeda/Memel  ( 1 922).  On  the  26th  of

February,  1919  by  order  of  the  Lithuanian  Government  the  official  name  of  the 
currency  was  changed  with  the  ostmark  renamed  the  auksinas  and  the  pfennig 
renamed  the  skatikas.  They  remained  in  circulation  until  the  litai  system  was 
devised. 


Upon  the  establishment  of  stable  national  governments  in  the  1920's, 
national  coinage  and  currency  issues  were  produced  incorporating  designs  of 
significance  to  each  of  the  three  new  countries.  1  have  previously  outlined  the 
coinage  issues  and  their  relationships  to  past  historical  symbols  for  each  of  the 
countries.  The  paper  money  issues  not  only  continued  that  trend,  but  also 
showed  personages  and  places  of  historcal  importance,  as  well  as  current 
scenes  of  interest.  A  few  notes  even  depicted  common  people  at  work  on  their 
farms. 

In  1928  Estonian  State  Treasury  notes  and  Estonian  banknotes  were 
introduced  using  the  new  monetary  system  based  on  the  Kroon.  Eventually  1,  5, 
10,  20,  50  and  100  Kroon  notes  were  produced.  On  August  3,  1922,  the  Latvian 
Lati  System  was  introduced.  There  banknotes  of  10,  20,  25,  50  100  and  500 
Lati  were  issued  as  were  Latvian  State  Treasury  notes.  On  August  9,  1922,  the 
Lithuania  Seimas  passed  a  law  defining  their  monetary  unit  as  the  litas.  The 
Bank  of  Lithuania  eventually  issued  notes  in  denominations  of  1,  2,  5,  10,  20 
and  50  centu;  -  and  1, 2,  5,  10,  20,  50  and  100  Litu. 

By  1940,  all  three  Baltic  States  would  cease  to  issue  coinage  or 
currency.  An  agreement  between  Nazi  Germany  and  Soviet  Russia  allowed  the 
USSR  to  once  again  claim  jurisdiction  on  the  region  and  occupy  it  without 
interference.  Thus  would  end  an  interesting  period  of  artistic  creativity  in 
currency  design  used  to  celebrate  the  short-lived  freedom  of  this  region  and 
each  individual  nation.

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Collecting  Early  Circulating 
Coins  in  the  United  States 

by  Arno  Safran 


What  would  you  say  if  someone  told  you  that  you  could  procure  a  late  18th  or 
early  19th  Century  U.S.  circulating  coin  in  VF-35  for  under  $50?  You  would  think  the 
idea  either  absurd  or  the  purveyor  of  such  information  was  using  a  1950  Red  Book  as 
the  source.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  one  can  acquire  a  1798  dollar  grading  VF-35 
for  $40  instead  of  $750;  ($3,000  +  if  with  the  sm.  eagle  rev.),  and  an  1806  250  in  the 
same  grade  for  as  little  as  $15;  perhaps  no  more  than  $30  in  EF-45  instead  of  $1,200. 
What's  the  catch?  Read  on! 

If  you  like  colonials  or  early  American  Federal  coinage,  (e.g..  Flowing  Hair  or 
Draped  Bust)  hut  find  they  are  simply  too  expensive  why  not  consider  foreign  colonials 
which  are  just  as  important  historically  yet  represent  a  fraction  of  the  cost?  The  ones  I 
will  describe  contain  an  alloy  of  .903  fine  silver  or  better  and  therefore  of  intrinsic  value 
in  of  themselves.  Not  only  that,  they  were  accepted  as  legal  tender  in  the  colonies 
before  the  Constitution  was  formed  and  long  afterwards  in  the  United  States  until  1857. 
Most  of  these  coins  were  struck  in  Mints  originally  controlled  by  Spain.  They  were 
issued  in  large  enough  numbers  in  six  different  silver  denominations,  all  based  on  the 
'pieces  of  eight'  monetary  system.  These  denominations  included  the  8  Reales,  (equal  to 
our  silver  dollar),  the  4  Reales  (half  dollar);  the  2  Reales  (aka  2  bits  and  equal  to  our 
quarter),  the  Real,  (or  bit  equaling  1 2140).  the  Zi  Real  (or  1/16  of  a  $1.00  =  to  6'A<£)  and 
lastly,  the  V*  Real,  (a  tiny  silver  coin  about  the  size  of  a  pea  valued  at  3.125c.  or  slightly 
more  than  our  trime. 

Under  the  aegis  of  the  Dominions  of  Spain,  six  different  countries  issued  these 
coins;  Mexico.  Guatemala.  Columbia.  Bolivia.  Peru  and  Chile  with  Mints  in  their 
respective  cities  from  Mexico  City,  the  northern  most  Mint  to  Santiago,  Chile  in  the 
south.  Designs  included  the  Pillars  ofHercules  (1732-1771)  and  portraits  of  the  Spanish 
monarchs.  Charles  III.  (1772-89).  Charles  IV  (1790-1808)  and  Ferdinand  VII 


(1808-1825).  For  the  %  Real  (or  quartillo ).  a  castle  appeared  on  the  obverse  and  a  lion 
on  the  reverse.  Putting  a  complete  denominational  set  together  including  one  for  each 
type  can  be  quite  a  challenge  since  the  minors  can  be  somewhat  elusive.  It  can  be  done 
however  and  at  a  small  cost  compared  with  comparable  U.S.  silver  issues  ( 1793-1825). 
The  Pillar  design  is  especially  attractive  and  aesthetically  comparable  to  our  Draped 
Bust  and  Classic  Head  Liberties.  A  Pillar  2  Reales  in  EF  for  type  will  cost  between 
$85  and  $125.  Try  getting  a  Draped  Bust  quarter  for  that  price  in  the  same  grade.  The 
Portrait  Series,  especially  those  of  Charles  llll  and  Ferdinand  VII  are  also  fairly 
appealing  and  are  inexpensive  examples  of  early  19th  Century  silver  coinage.  In 
addition,  this  series  provides  a  number  of  interesting  varieties  and  transitional  dates 
sub-types  at  a  cost  that  is  still  readily  affordable  but  don't  wail  much  longer.

Solution  to  Numismatic  Crossword 
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Byzantine  Emperors  of  Chaos 

Part  Six  of  a  series  by  Christopher  T.  Connell 

During  the  years  685  to  717,  the  imperial  government  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  was  in 
chaos.  In  these  32  years  six  different  men  ruled  in  seven  separate  reigns  (Justinian  II  was 

overthrown  twice.)  Justinian's  two  reigns  totaled  sixteen  years  or  one  half  of  the  period  of  chaos. 


Anastasius  II  Artemios 
June  3,  713  to  Summer  of  715) 


Lord  Norwich  observes  that  "Anastasius  was  a  far  abler  ruler  than  his 
predecessor,  and  deserved  to  last  a  good  deal  longer  than  he  did."  Eagerly  he 
began  his  reign  by  strengthening  the  land  walls  of  the  City,  and  reinforcing 
both  the  army  and  navy,  and  prepared  Constantinople  to  sustain  a  siege,  should 
it  have  come  to  that.  He  was  preparing  a  preemptive  strike  against  the  Saracens 
when  the  officers  of  the  Opiskan  Theme  which  had  placed  Anastasius  in  power 
in  the  first  place,  again  rebelled,  attacking  Constantinople  rather  than  the 
enemy.  The  struggle  for  power  lasted  six  months,  but  in  the  end,  Anastasius 
was  deposed,  became  a  monk  and  was  exiled  to  Thessalonika.  A  tax  collector 
named  Theodosius  was  forced  at  sword  point  to  become  emperor. 

In  719  Anastasius  lead  an  army  against  Leo  111  to  regain  the  throne 
but  that  ill  conceived  attack  was  betrayed  by  some  of  his  Bulgar  troops. 
Anastasius  was  captured  and  beheaded. 

The  coin  above  is  a  solidus  of  Anastasius  II  Artemios,  Sear  1463 
variety,  20mm,  4.45g.  The  obverse  shows  a  portrait  of  Anastasius  wearing 
crown  and  chamys,  holding  a  globus  cruciger  and  akakia.  The  inscription: 
D.N. ARTEMIUS  ANASTASIU  MULAN  for  "Long  Live  Our  Lord  Anastasius 
Artemius."  The  reverse  shows  a  Cross  potent  on  three  steps  with  the 
inscription:  VICTORIA  AV//U  for  "Victory  to  the  Emperor,"  with  H  officina , 
CONOB  in  exergue.  This  magnificent  coin  is  FDC,  among  the  finest  known, 
ex.  Hunt,  ex.  Fox.
